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DETAILED ACTION 
General status 

1 . This is a Final Action on tine Merits. Claims 1 , 3 and 5 are pending in the 
case and are being examined. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "three positions" of 
the switch, as recited in Claim 1 , must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner. 
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the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 3 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

It is not clear what is meant by "wherein the disconnector forms the bushing 
leading from the inside of a gas area to the outside of a gas area" as recited in Claim 1 . 
The inside, the outside, the gas area, all are not defined in the claim. Also, "the 
bushing", the inside of a gas area", and "the outside of a gas area", all lack proper 
antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

5. Claims 1 , 3 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Renz et al. [US 2003/0094438 A1]. 

Regarding Claim 1, as best understood, Renz et al. disclose a switchgear 
assembly having at least one switch disconnector [Figure 1], characterized in that the 
switch disconnector is in the form of a three-position vacuum switching chamber. 
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wherein the disconnector forms a bushing leading from a inside of a gas area to the 
outside of a gas area. Regarding Claim 3, Ritz discloses [Figure 1] discloses an edge 
board [15] that extends radially outwardly and includes an integrated annular seal [at 
the interface of wall between the ceramic insulators 11,12 and the ground busbar 15]. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary sl<ill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ritz et al. 
[2003/0094438] in view of Bohme et al. [US 4,618,749]. 

Regarding Claim 5, Ritz et al. disclose the instant claimed invention except for 
switching chamber being integrated in cast resin body. Bohme et al. discloses switching 
chamber being integrated in cast resin body. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to switching chamber of Ritz 
et al. and integrate with cast resin body as suggested by Bohme et al. in order to 
provide better insulation. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments filed 2/1 0/2009 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Regarding the drawings objection, the drawings fails to show the three positions 
of the contacts, the drive unit, and how the grounding will take place. It will leave lot to 
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imagination of tlie individuals reading the patents. The mark-up of the Figure, re- 
produced in the argument section does show moving contact C and center grounding 
plate C, however, these elements are missing from the original disclosure. Regarding 
the rejection based on Ritz, the Applicant has argued "there is no teaching within Renz 
that the vacuum switch forms a busing." The Examiner respectfully disagrees. To the 
extent the disclosure of present application forms a bushing, Renz also forms a 
bushing, as it has a cylindrical enclosure and contacts enclosed within the enclosure. 
The Applicant has failed to provide any special definition or claimed elements in any 
claims to differentiate Renz.
